Judge James C. Davis, by un- 
official count, was named to 
Congress from Georgia's Fifth 
District in yesterday’s general 
election, but hi} opponent, Write- 
In Candidate Helen Douglas Man- 
kin, is going to contest the re- 
turns on the floor of Congress. 


“I was written-in and counted- 
out,” Mrs. Mankin asserted late 
last night as she p -:pared for the 
sequel to the losing fight she 
waged to keep her name on the 
ballot. 


She charged irregularities at 
the polls, improper counting of 
ballots, improper conduct of the 
election, and even illegal actions 
on the part of some officials. 


With only small precincts miss- 
ing, the count from the three coun- 
ties gave Judge Davis 25,643 to 
17,447 for Mrs. Mankin. In Fulton, 
with 56 of 69 precincts, Davis had 
18,500 to Mankin’s 14,881: in De- 
Kalb, Davis had 6,377 from 24 of 
29 precincts, and Mrs. Mankin, 
2,509, and in Rockdale, with four 
of five precincts reporting, Davis 
polled 766 to 57 for Mrs. Mankin. 
The popular vote for the entire 
district. rules the election. In the 
July 17 primary, Davis polled 42,- 
462, Mrs. Mankin, 53,462, and 
Capt. W. C. Lowe, 7,443. 

Judge Davis, who went through 
election day calmly, said he would 
not be surprised if Mrs. Mankin 
did contest. Before the counting 
started, he said: 

“If. the verdict of the people 
is against her, I expect the can- 
didate opposing me again to raise 
the cry of ‘unfair.’ In anticipa- 
tion of her actions which have 
been true to such a pattern, I 
make the statement that reports 
from all sections of the district 
indicate that if any candidate is 
entitled to claim a foul, it most 
certainly is not my opponent.”’

Widely publicized as Georgia's 
“flying sheriff,” the husky Mitch- 
ell Countian took up aviation as 
a hobby a year ago and soon 
found he could use flying to ad- 
Vantage in law enforcement work. 


Harris is unique among Georgia 
sherifis, ~ounger and better edu- 
cated than most, and he’s found 
his job interesting since he was 
elected a few years ago. It can be 
and often is a mean and trying 
job, but it has its humorous sides, 
too 


One of Harris’ funniest experi- 
ences in hunting moonshiners came 
one day when out in the woods 
he investigated a column of smoke 
and stumbled into a clearing where 
sat a miniature one-gallon still in 
full operation, surrounded by a 
half-dozen pickaninnies.

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Georgia Ranks 14 On List 
For Federal Airport Funds 


By HOWELL JONES 


With its initial share set at $658,863, Georgia will rank 14th among 
other States over a period of seven years in apportionment of Federal- 
aid funds for the coming $500,000,000 Federal-aid Airport Program. 


The state’s share after 1947, 
however, may be stepped up to as 
much as $4,000,000 annually for 
airport developments, exclusive 
of expenditures at such places as 
Atlanta and Savannah where Fed- 
eral-aid funds will probably fail 
to equal the sponsors’ share of 
expenditures. 

Georgia’s position was deter- 
mined on the basis of its popula- 
lation, and land and water area 
in relation to the population, land 
and water area of the whole 
United States. 

Congress recently authorized 
appropriations over the seven-year 
period of $500,000,000 for the pro- 
gram. However, the 1947 appro- 
priation totals on $45,000,000. of 
which about $30,822,000 will be 
alloted to airports in the States 
on the basis of each State’s popu- 
lation and area. 

A additional $10,275,000, known 
as the discretionary fund also will 
be made available to the Admin- 
istrator of CAA for distribution 
as he sees fit, based on the aero- 
nautical needs of the country, re- 
gardless of State lines. 

In order for a community to 
participate in the program, a pub- 
lic agency, such as municipality 
or the State, must submit Project 
Requests, then follow them with 
Project Applications for the Fed- 
eral aid funds. In general, spon- 
sors and applicants carry on their 
negotiations with CAA’s District 
Airport Engineers in all matters 
pertaining to Federal- aid for air- 


port development. District Airport 
Engineers are to be located in 42 


of the states, usually at State Cap- 
itols. Cody Laird, Chairman of the 
Georgia Aeronautics board will 
assist sponsors in Georgia. 


Summarized, the 1947-airport 
program in Georgia exclusive of 
airport projects which will be un- 
dertaken on non-public airfields, 
also exclusive of work on Class 
IV—Atlanta’s airport is Class IV 
—and larger airports, will likely 
total $1,750,000 for the construc- 
tion phases, made up as follows: 
Federal-aid Funds, $653,863, 
Matching Funds, $658,863, and ad- 
ditional Local Funds, $432,274. 

The annual rate of expenditures 
for airport development in the 
State after 1947, likely will be 
made up of funds from the follow- 
ing sources: Federal-aid Funds, 
$1,500,000, Matching Funds, $]1.,- 
500,000 and Additional Local 
Funds, $1,000,000 which will make 
a total of $4, 000, 000.

SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 5—() 
The United States Government 
was made defendant Tuesday in 
a suit for $44,000 filed in Federal 
Court here as a result of the death 
of Jasper Gillie Skeels, 28, of Bos- 
sier Parish, who was killed in a 


freak accident during aerial ma- 
neuvers on July 24, 1945. 


It was claimed that Skeels was 
fatally injured by being struck on 
the head by a piece of pipe 14 
inches long, which fell from a 
plane while he was seated in a 
boat with others on a fishing trip 
in the Gulf of Mexico.

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Seeking Its Own Level 


What cotton—and business—is going 
through is, in the opinion of the best econo- 
mist, explained by the old adage that 
“Water always seeks its own level.” 

Our economy is rapidly adjusting it- 
self to a free economy which enevitably 
must follow lifting of controls. That the 
process should be irregular is explained 
by the fact that all controls are not, and 
will not be for some time, lifted. 


The motor industry reportedly has de- 
termined it is not practical, in the light 
of supplies, to gear their production plans 
to a normal output of 7,000,000 cars per 
year, but will shoot for 5,000,000. Depart- 
ment stores are buying more carefully. 
All businesses are taking a look. 

The lag, or “shakedown,” can’t last 
Jong. When it is completed, some time 
by mid-1947, or the last quarter of that 
year, business should begin to climb and 
continue such a movement for some years. 

All this will be part of the economy, 
like water, seeking its own level. 

There really isn’t any “mystery” about 
the recent cotton price collapse. One of 
the more ridiculous stories was an at- 
tempt to blame it on a speculator in New 
Orleans. 

Cotton was, as they say, “over-bulled.” 
That is, certain persons, politicians et al., 
who were regarded as “in the know,” 
kept “tipping” the price upward. It was 
last March that an effort was made to 
increase the margin on cotton trading by 
$90 a bale so as to prevent any runaway 
price climb. Sen. Elmer Thomas, of 
Oklahoma (who was revealed to have 
family connections trading in cotton), pro- 
tested this as~a “dastardly” attack on the 
cotton farmer which would cause him 


Let's Not Overlook This 


While the city busies itself ridding the 
community of one form of terrorism, an- 
other continues.

For- 
eign production will be greater for obvi- 
ous reasons. The textile industry of for- 
eign countries, notably Russia, China, Bra- 
zil and others in competition will be gen- 
erally recovered from the war damage 
and back in operation. 

By mid-1947 new synthetic fiber plants 
will be in production in this and other 
countries. 

Sen. Thomas and others “in the know” 


‘certainly knew these facts. 


Cotton may go higher than now. If 
foreign cotton estimates are correct it 
will. If they are not, prices will decline 
further. 

Southern cotton growers, facing the 
fact that much of the region is in a high- 
cost area, that mechanization in the low- 
cost regions make competition difficult, 
and explains why those regions are low 
cost, that Government subsidy cannot 
always be continued, thereby promoting 
increased production of synthetic fibers— 
facing all those facts the Southern cot- 
ton farmers surely will plant pure seed— 
as too many do not; will surely carry out 
the approved practices which assure a 
larger yield—as many do not do. . 

It is a hard and somewhat brutal fight. 

There is no reason not to use the best 
weapons at hand.

MEN How it came about its fine name remains 
something of a mystery, although legend has it that in the old days 
a gentleman who was a great reader of the Waverly novels moved 
there from Savannah and built his plantation, house, calling it 
Waverly Hall.

For Camp Fire Girls 


We have been hearing a lot of conversation in 

the past year or two about the “problem” of 

ee youth.4t has been pointed out with emphasis that 
young people need interests of the right sort and opportunities 
for recreation and fun of the right sort so they won’t get tangled 
up with the wrong sort. Special youth organizations and youth 
centers have been created. All of them, insofar as I know, have 
well filled a real need and have done, and are doing, good jobs. 
' It has seemed to me, however, that in our anxiety to devise some 
new and different program for our younger people, we have been 
tempted, rather, to forget or to overlook many excellent and old- 
established organizations that have been extremely valuable to 
youth for many years. The old we are accustomed to, they don't 
appeal with the fascination of novelty and we may thus neglect 
them while we transfer all our interest to some quite good and 


quite new movement. 

Take as an example the Camp Fire Girls. 
As An Example Here is an organization, a program, that has 
for many years provided fun, interest, occupation and training for 
girls from seven years of age upward. The younger ones, the 7, 
8 and 9-year-olds are in the junior organization, the Blue Birds, 
and then they graduate into the older group, the Camp Fire Girls. 


When the girls reach senior high school or junior college age 
they step into the group known as the Horizon Club Girls. 

Camp Fire itself describes its purpose as “a program of fun 
that is character building.” It provides constructive leisure time 
activities. From the beginning, when the little 7-year-old joins her 
Blue Bird Club, she learns most emphatically of all that the pri- 
mary purpose is to have fun. And she does. 

It is necessary, before a new Camp Fire group can be formed, 
that there be sponsors and leaders. Sponsors may be any church, 
civic group, woman’s club or similar organization. A leader must be 
an adult who can give friendly guidance, can share the fun, can 
help the girls get the most satisfaction and benefit out of their club. 


Technically, those who lead Blue Bird Clubs are “leaders.” 
Camp Fire has “guardians,” and Horizon Clubs have “advisers.” 
Each group should have, too, an assistant leader. These leaders 
must have enthusiasm for the activity, as well as time for weekly 
meetings with the group and time for occasional extras such as 
hikes and picnics, 


N d d It is easy to see that expansion and growth of the 
eedacea- Camp Fire idea depends chiefly upon the supply of 
volunteer sponsors, leaders and assistant leaders. No matter. how 
eagerly the girls of a given community desire to form a Camp 
Fire group, they can’t do so until older people volunteer as spon- 
sore and leaders. 

Parents of the girls, too, can be sponsors. Each group requires 
a sponsoring committee of three or more. Dues for sponsors total 
only $1 per year. 

Camp Fire pamphlets list eight specific ways in which spon- 
sors can help the program: | 

1. By familiarizing themselves with the Camp Fire program 
so that they are able to advise and assist the Guardians and the 
girls. 

2. By assuming responsibility for continuous leadership of 
the right sort for the group. 

3. By extending the membership within the group and also 
by interesting others to help in the formation of new groups. 

4. By helping the girls with special projects, such as plays, 
bazaars, banquets, etc. 

5. By helping girls find ways to earn money for their dues, 
camp. fees, etc. 

Fa 6. By helping to secure transportation for camping or other 
ips, 

7. By providing an attractive weekly meeting place. 

8. By keeping in touch with parents of the girls in the group 
and enlisting their active interest. : 

Camp Fire Girls are, beyond doubt, the happy, helpful Ameri- 
can women of tomorrow. Rarely do you find an undesirable woman 
who was a Camp Fire Girl when young. Many of the finest women, 
the homemakers and the mothers and the leaders of today, were 
Camp Fire Girls in their childhood. 

It is a grand movement, an answer to hand to the problem of 
providing fun and proper interests for the growing girls.

Does This Mean 
Russian Policy Change? 


NEW YORK—It would be helpful if we all 

: wee 6s could get the same calm and practical approach 

to the Russians and their attitudes as that of 

Warren Austin, Chairman of the American Delegation to the United 

Nations, who will become U. S. Representative on the Security 
Council in January. 

The Vermont Republican and former Senator was perhaps the 
coolest member of the General Assembly audience the other day 
when Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov blew off in a 1 
prepared speech that ruffled the feelings of a good many diplomats 
who were present. 

Methodically Mr. Austin took notes as the speech was translated, 
and, lawyer that he is, had them all carefully arranged by subtitle 
and subhead, like the outline of a court brief, when it was over. 


He strode into a presg conference after- 
Press Conference . ward, laughing merrily, and said: 

“That was a hell of a smart speech.” 

This outburst was translated later into a press release comment 
as “a smart and tough speech.” 

Mr. Austin’s training as a lawyer and his long service in the 
Senate stand him in good stead. By the hour, he has listened to 
lawyers on the. other side get off their stuff and by the hour, 
day, month and year he has listened to windy Senators as they 
harangued—for home consumption. 

He knows how to assess such things, to separate the lean from 
the fat, to recognize the substance in such a speech as that of Mr. 
Molotov, which at points reached high statesmanship, and to give 
appropriate value to the “buncombe” sections... These last might 
be compared, in our own domestic politics, to some of the noise 
that Vito Marcantonio, the New York left-wing Congressman, let 
off in his street-corner speeches during his campaign for re-election 


in this city’s Eighteenth District. 
No Brawl For himself, Mr. Austin refused to be drawn into any 
oratorical braw]—despite the provocation—and, when 
he replied the next day, it was in a reasoned, temperate manner, 
with no emotional coloration, as if he were addressing the VU. S. 
Supreme Court on a high constitution question. He added our own 
demands for armament inspection and for disclosure of all troops 
beyond a nation’s borders, in answer to Russian proposals. 

Mr. Austin was careful to have a copy of his prepared speech 
delivered in advance to Mr. Molotov and the Russian delegation in 
Russian translation. Then, when certain changes were necessary, 
after the Molotov address, he also had that quickly translated and 
handed to the Russians before he spoke. This was somewhat diffi- 
cult to arrange on short notice. 

He exhibited a courtesy that never hurts in 
lations. 

Former Sen. Austin realizes that the United Nations Assembly 
is, after all, a body comparable to our Congress and the British 
Parliament, but elevated to the international level, and that occa- 
sional outbursts such as are so common in those two great insti- 
tutions should be expected, taken in stride, and welcomed.

: ; This makes for free and frank discussion, 
Free Discussion to which we in our democracy are so accus- 
tomed, and is altogether healthy. It makes world problems more 
easily understandable to the average citizen, and lifts the secrecy 
and the cloud of awe with which diplomatic matters too often are 
surrounded. 

There is a theory about United Nations Headquarters, offered 
for what it may be worth, that such outbursts against the United 
States in which the Russians indulge themselVes are, in reality, a 
sort of smoke screen for a coming change of policy toward the 
United States—the preliminary, strange as it may seem, to a closer 
rapprochement. It is necessary to understand the Russian situation 
to understand this seeming paradox. 

They have to keep the home folks, who stiil are in a distressing 
state economically, whipped up with an emotional belief in the 
purity of Russian motives and the villainy of other nations until they 
are able to do something about improving their economic condi- 
tion. To do this they need outside financial assistance, and the 
United States is the best source. Therefore, it is held, the tactics 
represented by Mr. Molotov’s speech and others are to keep the 
home folks satisfied until they can get help.

If he chose to do so, or even to 
threaten to do so, his bargaining 
position would be exceedingly 
strong. Not only could he take 
most of the administrative ma- 
chinery of the CIO with him, but 
there appears to be no conceivable 
successor to him as CIO President. 
However, Murray is a trade union- 
ist first, last and all the time. 

While there is little doubt that 
his heart is with the non-Com- 
munist leaders, there is equally 
little doubt that he has refused 
to commit himself on the Com- 
munist issue chiefly because he 
values unity, even if only the 
cracking facade of unity, above 
everything else. 

In recent weeks the facade has 
been cracking open more and 
more widely. Morris Muster, of the 
Furniture Workers, has issued a 
bitter blast against the Commu- 
nists who had slithered into control 
of his union, and was read out 
of the union for his pains. Ham- 
fisted Joe Curran, of the Maritime 
workers has castigated the Com- 
munists in his union paper, The 
Pilot, with earthy vigor. A revolt 
against the Communist domination 
of the United Electrical Workers 
was squashed, as was a similar re- 
volt against the party-line leader- 
ship of Reid Robinson, of the 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers. 
(Robinson was charged with hav- 
ing “borrowed” a large sum of 
money from an executive of the 
company against which his union 
was striking, but the tight party 
control of the union was sufficient 
to offset even this remarkable ex- 
ample of Marxist ethics.) 


THE FIGHT on the Communist 
issue has also flared up in the Gas, 
Coke and Chemical Workers’ Un- 
ion, and in the Marine and Ship- 
building Workers, and it is smould- 
ering fiercely in Walter Reuther’s 
United Automobile Workers. In 
the UAW, the party-liners in key 
positions have cut Reuther’s staff 
to the bone to undermine his po- 
sition. Indeed, the whole issue is 
obviously so explosive that if Mur- 
ray does succeed in continuing 
his hands-off policy, he will have 
wrought a political miracle of the 
first order.

Giving Junior a nice present or two is fine, 
but grabbing Santa Claus’ pack by the bottom and dumping its 
entire contents over his head is something else. 

I had hoped that during the war years, when there was nothing 
much to buy in the way of toys anyway, people would get out of 
the habit of hauling home the toy store and hiding it in the closet 
before Christmas.

(1) Juvenile Court: The physi- 
cal surroundings and atmosphere 
are good. The function of the 
Court, as outlined to us, is based 
upon a broad and understanding 
philosophy with a humanitarian 
attitude toward the child involved. 
It is calculated, in our opinion, to 
produce the best results to the 
community through corrective 
measures rather than to merely 
administer punishment. The staff 


to the extent their number per- 
mits. We understand the Court 
has plans for additions to the 
staff of probation § supervisors 
which will be adequate. 

We believe the work of this 
Court should be complemented by 
a bureau for child protection, 
staffed by persons with technical 


directly associated with the Juve- 
nile Court, or as a branch of a 
crime prevention bureau in the 
Police Department, and with full 
police powers. This is more spe- 
cifically treated later in these “re- 
sentments under Police Depart- 
ment. 

(2) Preventive Measures: Home 
surroundings, the schools, the 
church and supervised recreational 
facilities in the form of public 
playgrounds must be our bulwarks 
against the social evil of juvenile 
delinquency as long-range preven- 
tive measures. There are many 
men and women in Fulton County 
who make this problem, and its so- 
lution, their life Work. The great 
majority, we feel, are sincere and 
competent, with scant material re- 
ward. We submit that no better 
investment could be made for the 
future than for the County offi- 
cials to provide funds necessary to 
implement these efforts, and the 
public maintain a personal inter- 
est to support them. 
Rehabilitation: The pressing ob- 
jective is to reclaim for society 
those children in whom the seed 
of delinquency have sprouted from 
unfortunate family life, bad asso- 
ciation or many other more super- 
ficial] causes, before they become 
hardened criminal characters. 
There are ample statistics to prove 
that money spent in treating so- 
cial problems in their early stages 
is infinitely cheaper than the cost 
of crime suppression in its later 
stages.. We recommend specifical- 
ly the following immediate pro- 
grams: 

1. Something should be done at 
once to improve the situation in re- 
gard to rehabilitation and giving 
vocational training to the inmates 
at the Colored Industrial Farm. The 
physical equipment is poor, the 
need for paint, cleaning and gen- 
eral renovating is great, but far 
‘more important, as we see it, is 
the necessity of giving these City- 
bred Negro boys an introduction 
to various trades that will help 
them make a living when they re- 
turn to their homes in Fulton 
County. The farming and dairy 
work is well done, but most of 
these boys come back to the City 
and should have some training in 
City occupations. 

2. In regara to the Riverview 
Camp for white boys, it is true 
this is a temporary proposition 
pending the permanent job to be 
done by the State. On the other 
hand the immediate need is acute. 
The sincerity and ability of the 
present management which has 
started the Riverview Camp has 
impressed us deeply, and we feel 
it would be poor economy on the 
part of Fulton County not to give 
full support on this until the State 
takes over. We, *therefore, gurge 
that the County Commissioners. 


give immediate aid in adequately 


financing, equipping and staffing 
this institution. We know from 
competent and unbiased informa- 
tion what a handicap this camp la- 
bors under in being started from 
an old convict camp. For this rea- 
son, we think it extremely impor- 
tant that the Commissioners see to 
it that all steps be taken to at 
once properly equip these build- 
ings and grounds, and so far as 
possible remove the appearance of 
a prison. This place must be a 
training school and not a juvenile 
convict camp. Provision must 

made for the proper development 
of these white boys, and construc- 
tive rehabilitation work with chil- 
dren‘ certainly requires the proper 
facilities with which to work. 

3. Since the Colored Industrial 
Camp and the Riverview Camp 
are adjacent, and furthermore 
since we feel that many changes 
are desirable in the Colored Indus- 


trial Camp, it would seem logical 
to have one administrative head 
for both of these institutions. The 
white boys’ camp is far from ideal 
as to location, but a start has been 
made and the necessity is so great 
that we cannot conceive of the 
County Commissioners not whole- 
heartedly supporting it. We be- 
lieve it can and will develop along 
lines of real rehabilitation and re- 
form. If this is correct, we see no 
reason why the Negro camp 
should not share in the benefit of 
these developments. Incidentally, 
the State Training School for Boys 
at Milledgeville has both white 
and colored boys under+the same 
management. 

4. In addition to the above, and 
on a permanent basis, there is a 
prime need for an enlarged State 
program and a companion institu- 
tion to the State Training School 
for Boys at Milledgeville, which is 
now so efficiently run. We under-

appropriations are made forthe 
erection of buildings suitable for 
this purpose. We regret that the 
illness of Gov.-elect Talmadge has 
prevented our going into this with 
him, but it is our understanding 
that he is aware of the urgent ne- 
cessity in this connection and has 
stated he will take steps to correct 
the present deficiency. However, 
we wish to emphasize that this is 
a long term project and subject to 
many delays. For this reason we 
repeat the present need is great 
for the Riverview Camp, and it 
should be put in shape. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Traffic congestion and parking 
conditions present a major prob- 
lem for immediate attention. We 
favor a comprehensive plan for 
future development, such as the 
Lochner Plan. However, there is 
urgent necessity for an interim 
program to deal with present con- 
ditions, which program must take 
drastic steps, where necessary, in 
the interest of the public gener- 
ally, notwithstanding some possi- 
ble inconvenience to individuals. 

TRAFFIC: We find many sound 
yg ie and recomméndations 
or 


been delayed or ignored entirely. 
It is gratifying that some definite 
efforts in this direction appear to 
e now receiving .serious official 
consideration, according to news- 
paper reports published during the 
period of our investigation. 

We recommend the employment 
of a trained Traffic Director-En- 
gineer, jointly by the County and 
City, and that such Director be 
given full co-operation by both 
County and City Officials, and the 
benefit of all experience in our lo- 
cal Police Departments. 

PARKING: The conversion of 
eight large garages and several 
smaller ones, to other uses has 
caused an acute shortage of park- 
ing facilities in downtown At- 
lanta. 
shopping area, there is space for 
only 4,604 cars; 1,113 curb spaces 
and 3,491 off-street spaces. The 
daily average of cars using these 
spaces total 18,046. Within the

there is a total parking space for.

This tremendous excess of cars 
over space creates a constant shut- 
tling of cars from space to space 
throughout the day, thereby great- 
ly increasing the normal traffic 
congestion and at the same time 
making involuntary traffic viola- 
tors of many of our citizens be- 
cause there is nowhere else to go. 

We recommend that the Police 
Committee of City Council and 
police officials put every effort 
into a study of this problem and 
find some way to provide ade- 
quate parking facilities either 
through private or public means. 

CITY POLICE FORCE: Effec- 
tive control of traffic anid regula- 
tion of parking is wholly depeéend- 
ent upon effective and continuous 
policing. To meet this require- 
ment, we make the following rec- 
ommendations: 

We recommend the addition of 
50 police officers for the City. (We 
understand this is sanctioned by 
the Mayor, Police Committee of 
City Council and Police Chief, and 
that the 50 officers be assigned to 
duty Dec, 1.) 

We recommend that both Coun- 
ty and city governments establish 
a uniform six-day week for all po- 
lice officers as soon as_ possible, 
looking toward more efficient per- 
formance. 

We recommend that police offi- 
cials give thought to increased 
wage levels as a means of attract- 
ing better personnel, and thereby 
accomplishing more efficient per- 
formance with less number of of. 
ficers. While there are many fine 
and capable officers on the Atlan- 
ta police force, there aré a num- 


ber which are sub-standard. From | 
returned servicemen, it should be 


possible to enlist good material. ok 


We recommend that the City of 
Atlanta either furnish uniforms 
for police officers, or provide al- 
lowance for uniforms, so that the 
police department can insist on 
better appearance of officers on 
duty. Slovenly appearance of an 
officer not only creates lack of re- 
spect by the public, but definitely 
affects the morale of the officer 
himself. 

We make it-a consideration be- 
fore either of these recommenda- 
tions for increased number and 
better pay, however, that the po- 
lice department begin immediate- 


for new officers, and a periodical 
refresher course for old officers. 
That these courses be under the 
direction of the highest type of po- 
lice officers obtainable. Economy 
of police protection is not so much 
the number of men or the rate of 


pay, but is the efficiency of per- 
formance per dollar cost.

We find that recorded confes- 
sions are of great value in the 
conduct of criminal prosecution. 
We further recommend that auto- 
matic recording machines be pur- 
chased for taking confessions and 
other valuable information. Also, 
that all department heads engaged 
in the apprehension and prosecu- 
tion of criminals impress upon 


‘their personnel the importance of 


written confessions whenever ob- 
tainable. 

We find an urgent and immedi- 
ate need for the relocation and 
installation of modernized broad- 
casting equipment and reception 
units. We recommend joint action 
by City and County officials, aid- 
ed’ by advice of qualified radio 
engineers, in the prompt purchase 
and installation of suitable equip- 
ment. 

Accident prevention cars, for- 
merly operated by City Police De- 
partment, were discontinued dur- 
ing the war period. These cars 
performed valuable service, and 
we recommend that this be re- 
sumed as soon as equipment is 
available. Also, that such cars be 
equipped with amplifiers to in- 
form motorists of traffic violations 
and otherwise assist in preventing 
accidents. 

Excessive noise is created by 
open cut-outs or defective mufflers 
on moter vehicles. To some extent 
this may result from inability to 
obtain replacement of worn-out 
equipment, but much of it is wil- 
ful violation of the Citv ordinance. 
We recommend that the City Po- 
lice Department enforce this ordi- 
nance strictly and require viola- 
tors to prove inability to obtain 
suitable equipment. Also, many. 
cities have found it desirable to 
suppress the blatant use of horns 
within congested areas. We rec- 
ommend that City Council pass an 
ordinance suitable to control this, 
if such does not now exist and 
that the police be instructed to en- 
force it as a traffic offense. 

COUNTY TRAFFIC COURT: 
There is definite need for a traf- 
fic court for County offenders of 
minor traffic regulation. In our 
opinion it is not necessary to es- 
tablish a new and separate court 
to remedy this situation.

The County Police Department 
reflects tremendous improvement 
under the administration of Chief 
C. E. Mitchell. Although re-organ- 


ization has not been completed, in- 


creased efficiency is obvious and 
we believe that the County will 
experience continued improve- 
ment, We recommend that Coun- 
ty Police Department consolidate 
all records under one head, there- 
by placing responsibility and re- 
ducing present personnel used for 
this purpose. We further recom- 
mend the creation of a sub-depart- 
ment, under jurisdiction of Cor 
ty Police Department, for handling 
of women ‘1nd children, such sub- 
department to be staffed by wom- 
en trained in social welfare. 

We find no evidence contrary 
to the proper conduct of official 
duties by Fulton County sheriff's 
office. 

PARDONS, PAROLES AND 

PROBATION 

We commend the State Pardon 

and Parole Board for doing a Cca- 


'pable and efficient job so far as 


the law permits. We approve their 
policy of supervised rehabilitation 
over convicted persons for a part 
of their sentence outside the State 
Penitentiary. 

We find that the Probation Of- 
fice of Fulton County is doing ex- 
cellent work. In the matter of 
collection of funds from persons 
on probation, for disbursement to 
needy members of their families, 
this office has collected the sum 
of $17,632.33 in the month of Sep- 
tember. To this extent such per- 
sons are kept off the lists for 
charity. 

The supervision of convicted 
persons serving sentence under 
probation is performed by three 
supervisors assigned to this brunch 
of the work. There are now about 
540 cases under supervision, mak- 
ing a case load of 180 per man. 
This is about double an ideal case 
load and we recommend at least 
two additional supervisors in this 
depvartment. 

We are convinced that some 
courts are too lenient in the use of 
probation privilege. We earnestly 
urge all judges to discontinue the 
probation of every case where two 
or more previous convictions have 
occurred, 

CITY PARKS 

From our investigation of the 
City parks, we have found that 
the program is functioning in the 
proper manner.

We recommend that 
both County and City police be in- 
structed to enforce this law stren- 
uously, and that more stringent 
regulations now under considera- 
tion to control this be enacted. 

EXCLUSION OF MINORS 
FROM POOLROOMS: Existing 
city ordinance permits minors to 
frequent poolrooms or billiard par- 
lors upon written consent of par- 
ents. Many are frequenting them 
upon this basis, which is thought 
to contribute to the breeding of 
delinquency. 

We recommend that City Coun- 
cil amend this ordinance to pro- 
hibit minors from visiting or play- 
ing in public pool or billiard par- 
lors regardless of parents’ con- 
sent. 

FULTON COUNTY SPEED LIM- 
: We recommend that Fulton 
County continue policy of plac- 
ing signs on all highways leading 
into the County, warning motorists 
that roads are patrolled. That 
limit of 55 miles per hour be per- 
mitted until road approaches a 
congested area, where signs be 
placed reducing the limit to 35 
miles per hour, excepting schools, 
churches and other zones restrict- 
ed by State laws.

NICKEL ADMITS TOSSING ‘PACKAGE’ 


To Drag Freeport Lagoon 


In Alleged 


‘Type Fraud 


NEW. YORK, Nov. 5—(4)—Investigation into the alleged embezzle- 
ment of $900,000 from the Mergenthaler Linotype Company turned 
Tuesday to a 40-foot lagoon in the rear of the home of the firm’s’ ex- 


bookkeeper-cashier, where Dist. 


Atty. Miles F. McDonald: said he 


hoped to recover “machines and stamps used” in the alleged fraud. 


The District Attorney said he 
would take William A. Nickel, for- 
mer employe of the firm, to Nick- 
el’s home in Freeport, Long Island, 
in a search for the articles which 
McDonald quoted Nickel as saying 
he tossed into the lagoon. 

Nickel disclosed during question- 
ing Tuesday afternoon, McDonald 
said, he had “thrown a package 
containing the machine and stamps 
used in the forgery into a lagoon 
in the rear of his home.” 

McDonald said “a large magnet” 
would be used in trying to recover 
the articles, failing in that, he 
would ask “the police harbor 
squad to drag the lagoon.” 

McDonald said the lagoon previ- 
ously had been dredged but noth- 
ing was found, and added the lIa- 
goon empties into Great South 
Bay on Long Island. 

McDonald disclosed that Nickel, 
who arrived. today from Miami 
in the custody of detectives for 
questioning in connection with the 
case, had asked to be represented 
by counsel, adding, “but he is con 
tinuing to talk” about the case. 

The District Attorney _ said 
Nickel was permitted to lunch 


‘with his wife, Mrs. Grace. Nickel, 


and their 16-year-old daughter in a 
Brooklyn hotel. 

Officials said Nickel promised to 
reveal “the whole story” of the 
purported fraud. 

Earlier, Joseph Millstein, 45, 
New York City merchandising 
man, whose connection, 
with the case has not been éx- 
plained by McDonald, was ar-

fraigned in Brooklyn Felony Court 
on larceny and forgery charges. 
He was held in $100,000 bail for 
hearing Wednesday. 

One other man, Isadore Rappa- 
port, President of the Ultima Op- 
tical Instrument Company, has 
been’ arrested in the case. He is 
free on $25,000 bail awaiting hear- 
ing on charges of grand larcenty 
and forgery. Police also have insti- 
tuted a search for a man they 
identified as James Collins, de- 
scribed as a “Broadway character.” 


The police investigation also 
turned to a scrutiny of cancelled 
checks and bank vaults in an ef- 
fort to fit together the story. 

One safety deposit box in a Man- 
hattan bank in the name of Miss 
Sally Haines, film actress, yielded 


$5,400 in cash after it was searched 
by court order, McDonald said. He 
added that Collins also had access 
to the box, 

Later Miss Haines told news 
men in Hollywood she had known 
Collins about 14 months and de- 
scribed him as “a man of great 
personal charm.” 

She added, “I know surprisingly 
little about him considering how 
long I’ve known him. You know 
how it is, you don’t ask a person 
all about his business.” 

Miss Haines’ Atty. Milton Gold- 
en, said the vault box in which 
the money was found belonged to 
the actress. “The money is hers 
too,” he added.

The idea of pulling in isn’t new, 
but it’s up-and-in-pull that makes 
for good health and a straight 
front line. Also, pulling up helps 
to combat the down tug of gravity. 


Of course, before you can effec- 
tively pull up, it’s necessary to put 
some elastic back into your mus- 
cular girdle. These exercises wil] 
surely do it . ..if you do them. 
_ The first exercise is simply to 
lie On back, feet elevated to chair 
seat. That position counteracts 
gravity and helps restore the ab- 
dominal organs to their proper po- 
sition. Now, pull forcibly up and 
in, starting with the lower abdomi- 
nal muscles and extending the up- 
pull to the wishbone where these 
muscles are attached. Keep shoul- 
ders relaxed; these muscles are 
not attached to the shoulders. Re. 
peat three times, pulling gently 
but firmly up and .-in. 

Same position, brings arms back 
to sides, and this time raise hips 
up off floor, but keep the body in 
a straight line: -Do not arch the 
small of the back.

Many a boss, whether he be 
foreman, superintendent, or 
owner of a store or factory, has 
found himself in the same di- 
lemma as Jenkins. Intelligent 
employes should not act like 
these grocery clerks but should 
practice the Golden Rule. 


CASE L-214: Jenkins T., 31, is 
manager of a chain grocery store. 

“I worked my way up from 
part-time clerk until I was put in 
charge of a large store of my 
own,” he began. “I have five 
clerks in my place of business, 
and have tried to treat them as 
equals. I’ve taken them to our 
city employe meetings in my Car, 
and have granted little favors 
whehever possible. 

“For example, I let them make 
coffee and have cookies or cake 


with it during the late afternoon. 


The food is charged off to my pri- 
vate account. 

“But last week the manager of 
another store down the street told 
me that the fellow I’ve treated 
best among my employes recently 
stopped in and was boasting about 
the fact that he had such a drag 
with me that he didn’t need to 
work hard. 

“He said that I couldn’t fire 
him. He kept calling me by my 
nickname, ‘Chick,’ and acted so 
familiar that this other manager 
warned me I better watch my 
step. 

“Well, I’ve been feeling that my 
clerks are growing too familiar 
and are beginning to impose on 
my good nature. In fact, they be- 
gin to think now they are entitled 
to coffee and cake. 

“Dr. Crane, what would you ad- 
vise?” 

Diagnosis: Jenkins’ case is a 
common one, especially in stores 
or factories where one of the 
workmen is promoted to a fore 
man’s job or higher position. His 
former pals and associates usually 
take one of the following courses 
of action thereafter. 

First, some will try to become 
even more familiar than ever, call- 
ing the promoted man by his nick- 
name, especially before higher of- 
ficials. Why? 

To intimate that they are on 
equal terms with an officiall- It 
inflates the ego of a subordinate 
to pal around with his boss. At 
the same time, however, it tends 
to belittle the boss, and makes it 
far more difficult for him to main- 
tain authority or the proper mo- 
rale in his organization. 


THE SOUR GRAPES WORKER 

Again, some will say that their 
former fellow worker has gone 
“high-hat” on them. That he is 
stuck up, simply because he 
wishes to have them show a little 
more respect for his superior po- 
sition during the working hours. 

It is absolutely essential that a 
boss be somewhat aloof and in- 
sist on a reasonable amount of re- 
spect, else he may be out of a job 
himself in short order! 

Other workers may also say he 
got his promotion by pull, and 
thus try to minimize his ability, or 
extra hours in night school, while 
they sat at home smoking or swap- 
ping fish stories over a stein of 
beer. 

Finally, there are a few more 
considerate, and usually more in- 
telligent, workers who realize that

Zernial Ruling Reversed: 
Cieslak’s Return Assured

A ruling by Commissioner A. B. (Happy) Chandler’s office yesterday morning which 
officially declared Gus Zernial, who played for Burlington last season, to be the property of 
the Atlanta Crackers before being drafted last week by the Cleveland Indians, assured the 
return of Ted Cieslak, hard-hitting third baseman, to Atlanta in 1947, although Cieslak was 
claimed a few hours later in the minor league draft by St. Paul. 


Under baseball rules, a Class 
AA or Class A club can lose only 


one man from its reserve list in 
the draft, and Zernial was claimed 
by Cleveland before the expiration 
of the major league deadline Mon- 
day. 

Previously, Minor League Com- 
missioner W. G. Bramham had dis- 
approved the appearance of Zer-

The Cracker front office imme

UNO Considers 
San Francisco, 


NYC as Sites 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y,. Nov. 5 
(P)—The Steering Committee of 
the United Nations Assembly 
Tuesday night approved a United 
States proposal to widen the per- 
manent headquarters site question 
ao include consideration of New 
York City and San Francisco. 

It rejected Europe as a possible 
future home site despite a pointed 
Soviet warning that Europe would 
be considered anyway in later As- 
sembly debate. 

After debating at length a Sovi- 
et Ukrainian proposal to include 
Europe as a possibility for the tem- 
porary or permanent headquarters 
of the United Nations, the 14-man 
Committee voted it down 9 to 2, 
with Russia and the Ukraine alone 
favoring it. Three committeemen 
abstained. 

Then the Committe approved by 
an eight-to-three vote the pro- 
posal of former Sen. Warren R. 
Austin, Chief U. S. Delegate, open- 
ing the headquarters question to 
include invitations from New York 
City and San Francisco. 

Great Britain, which expressed 
firm opposition to widening the 
question at all, joined Russia and 
the Ukraine in opposing the U. 5S. 
amendment. There were four ab- 
stentions. 


Byrnes, Molotov 
In New Clash 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5—4)— 
Russian Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov Tuesday night accused Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes of pre 
senting an ultimatum to the Big 
Four Council here when Byrnes 
insisted on an Italian.peace treaty 
provision which would bar Yugo- 
slavia from treaty benefits if she 
failed to sign the pact. 

Byrnes denied the _ allegation 
and told Molotov that he had sat 
through one session after another 
listening to Molotov insist on his 
views without ever considering 
that any ultimatum was involved. 

The upshot of the exchange 
was that with the United States 
and Britain supporting the pro- 
posed treaty clause and Russia 
and France objecting, the whole 
thing was passed over for the 
time being. 

This was the fate 
the other relatively minor points 
of the Italian treaty which the 
foreign ministers’ council combed 
over in their second session in 
New York. . 

Adjourning at 8:45 p. m.—four 
hours and 15 minutes after their 
3:30 p. m. beginning, they agreed 
that they would meet again at 
10:30 a. m. tomorrow to hear ar- 
guments from Yugoslavia and 
Italy on conflicting proposals for 
control of: Trieste by the United 

Nations.
